Applicant's argument that Farmer et al. fail to disclose a step of limiting the introduction of energy based on at least 
one of rate of change of the catalyst temperature with respect to time (second derivative with respect to time), rate of 
change of the exhaust gas temperature with respect to time, and rate of change of the exhaust gas flow rate with 
respect to time, is persuasive; therfore, the claims are allowable pending further search and consideration.
